urday night as a peculiarly American institution. 


But like 


a lot of other things that we just assume belong to us, Satur- 


dav night is universal. 

It is the night to how!, the world 
over. That holds just as true in 
the jungle as on Broadway. Every- 
where in the jungle the natives 
dance and drink and sing on Sat- 
urday night. : 

So one Saturday night in Liberia 
we went across the river to sce a 
village dance. A native boy row- 
ed us across the black water in a 
long dugout canoe. 

Dance in Swing. 


The dance was in full swing’ 


when we got there. The “music” 
was furnished by one Negro boy 
pounding on a knee-high tom-tom 
with his bare fingers, and by an- 
other whacking on an old 20-gal- 
lon oil can with two sticks. 

The dancers were about 10 Ne- 
gro girls in long  cotton-print 
dresses, half a dozen or so young 
men, and a scattering of grinning, 
half-naked kids. As fai as I could 
ever see, the dance consisted of 
nothing more than hopping around 
in a big circle. 

There were already some so)- 

standing around when we 
arrived. Some of the Negro boys 
in the village worked as house- 
boys for the Americans, so one 
of them came over and got chairs 
for us. 

Pretty Tame Dance. 


To tell the truth, the dance was 
pretty tame. Gradually the Amer- 
ican soldiers, as they do the world 
over, decided they wanted a little 
more lifeinit. It was their wish 
and desire that the dancing girls 
take off their blouses. It was not 
an especially outlandish request, 
since girls go around all week 
without any blouses. The Amer- 
cans wanted to get the real jungle 
touch, you know, such as you see 
in pictures. 


houseboy left to put the matter 
before the chief. 

Pretty soon a different Negro 
boy came back, stood directly in 
front of us, and made a speech. 
It was in pretty good English, fair- 
ly formal, anjd very flowery. 


Welcomed to Village. 


He was, he said, speaking as 
an official representative of the 
chief, welcoming us to the village. 
The chief was proud to have us, 
sent his royal respects, and hoped 
we were enjoying the dance. Any- 
thing the village had was ours. 

We were touched. It might well 
have been Sumner Welles welcom- 
ing the new ambassador from Bra- 
zil. We were ashamed wed 
thought of anything so crude as 
our strip-tease request. We aban- 
doned the whole idea, and the 
lieutenant was just rising to de- 
liver a courtly reply to the chief's 
welcome, when the boy launched 
into the secondhalf of his pre- 
pared address. 

And that, ladies-and gentlemen, 
was the effect that if we could 
scare up the nominal sum of six 
bucks among us, the chief would 
attend to the blouse business in 
a big way! 

Pretty Sore. 

The lieutenant was pretty sore 
over this, especially when it came 
out that the other soldiers had 
already forked over $4 for the 
same purpose. But it looked like 
all or nothing, so we dug up $6 
and, by shaking ourselves, once 
more achieved the transition from 
ministers plenipotentiary back to 
ordinary guys in the front row. 

And then for an hour the dance 
went on, just as usual. Every 
10 minutes or so the lieutenant 
would send word to the chief that

‘Four Versus Forty’ 


Battle Successful 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—(/)— 
A “four against forty” air battle 
in which four Marine flyers shot 
down siz Zeros and forced at least 
18 other enemy fighter planes and 
16 Japanese bombers to retreat 
was disclosed todiy by the Navy. 

The battle, fought in the Solo- 
mons just north of Guadalcanal on 
April 25, previously had been men- 
tioned only as another of the 
series of air fights in that area. 

Flying Corsair fighters, the Ma- 
rine pilots deliberately carried the 
fight to the Japanese who appar- 
ently were bound on a raiding mis- 
sion over American positions in 
the Solomons. 

Sighted Jap. 

Led by Major M. K. Peyton, of 
Cannel City, Ky., the Navy report- 
ed, the four Corsair pilots climbed 
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to the enemy’s altitude when they 
sighted the Japanese while return- 
ing from strafing the enemy on 
Kolombangara. 

They took advantage of cloud 
cover, until the moment they 
dived on the Japanese flight. The 
bombers immediately fled, but the 
Zeros dropped their belly tanks 
and swarmed at the Corsairs. 

Lieutenant L. L. Eckart, Chica- 
g0, pulled out of formation to get 
a shot at one of the enemy. He 
missed,-was jumped by Zeros and 
was lost. 

First Lieutenant T. Milton Peck, 
of Vicksburg, Miss., pulled up the 
nose of his plane, fired, and a Zero 
went down. “His own plane 
stalled,” the Navy related. “He 
dived to regain speed, apd pulled 
out with a Zero on his tail—riding 
him down. Lieutenant Peck dived 
again, to 100 feet over the water, 
finally outmaneuvered and lost his 
attacker.” 

Lost Sight. 


Meantime he had lost sight of 


the battle and, assuming it was 
over, returned to his base. 

But the fight was continuing. 
“The other Zeros and the two re- 
maining Corsairs met head-on. 
Major Peyton and Second Lieuten- 
ant Vedder (Milton Vedder, Los 
Angeles) were scissors on each 
other for mutual protection. On 
his first weave over Second Lieu- 
tenant Vedder, Major Peyton got 
a point-blank’ shot at a Zero, blast- 
ing it out of the air. He continued 
to weave, and quickly added two 
more Zeros .... 

“Vedder, on his secdnd weave 
over Major Peyton, picked a Zero 
off Peyton’s tail. It disintegrated. 
Then a Zero hopped his tail at 
close range. Second Lieutenant 
Vedder was wounded and his plane 
shot up.” 

Keep On. 

But both kept after the bomb- 
ers.

He headed 
for the sea, bailed out at 300 feet

Clyde R. Hoey, former governor of North 
Carolina and a candidate for the United States 
senate from that state in next year’s election, 
made it emphatically plain that he is not an 
isolationist when he spoke this week before 
the Atlanta Kiwanis Club. 

“Isolationism.won’t work. It was a tragedy 
it was tried before. It would be a crime to 
repeat it,” he is quoted as saying. 

All of which means that, if his state sends 
him to the senate, there will be one more mem- 
ber of that body in full agreement with the 
sentiment of the vast majority of Americans. 

One of the prime puzzles of modern days 
is that there can be any living American, able 
to read, who can hold the slightest taint of 
isolationism today. That there are members 
of the congress—few, it is true, but there are 
some—who still advocate a return, as soon as 
the war is won, to the oStrich-like policy of 
complete withdrawal from world affairs for 
this country, is shocking. 

Such a policy argues, per se, total ignorance 
in regard to world affairs of the last few years. 
It is the policy of fatuous, blind ignorance, the 
policy that would, if adopted, guarantee greater 
Gisaster and tragedy for this country, in the 
future, than the two world wars have brought 
combined. 

The world of the future will be a world of 
greatest promise and of greatest security for 
all-men, including us, if it is a world of closest 
possible co-operation between the free nations. 

If it is a world of selfish national isola- 
tionism, of tariff walls and assumed national 
superiorities, it will be a greased chute to 
human oblivion. 

How any man with Sufficient intelligence 
to induce a majority of voters in his home 
district or state to send him to congress as 
their representative can, today, be an isola- 
tionist, passes the understanding of all save 
the less intelligent inmates of institutions for 
the mentally sick.

Compulsory Education 

Striking commentary upon the trend of 
British thought for the post-war development 
of the British people is seen in a bill, shortly 
to be introduced in parliament, providing for 
compulsory education up to the age of 18. 
The bill does not provide for full-time educa- 
tion until that age, but it does make eompulsory 
definite schoo! attendance for so many hours 
per day for all British youth up to that age. 

Georgia provides compulsory education be- 
tween the ages of 8 and 14. Thus the new 
British plan would add four years of schooling 
above that provided for the average Georgia 
child. 

The basic purpose of the British proposal, its 
advocates explain, is to achieve greater equality 
of opportunity for all. It is argued that, under 
former conditions, the children of the poor 
had to be content, in almost all cases, with 
rudimentary schooling that ceased when they 
were 13 or 14 years of age. Though, theoretical- 
iy, other educational opportunities were avail- 
able for all, in practice it was only the sons 
and daughters of the better off, financially, 
who secured more advanced educations. 

If the additional training includes technical 
training, equipment of practical value for work 
in later life, such a law, if enacted, should prove 
a tremendous impetus to greater and more 
practical democracy. For it means, inherently, 
more nearly equal opportunities for all, regard- 
less of financial condition, claSs or condition 
of life. 

Such a program could, with advantage, be 
provided in Georgia, bringing at least the 
assurance of some high school education to all 
her children.

Passing the Peak 
That the peak of wartime expansion of the 
civilian office personnel of the War Depart- 
ment has passed was revealed this week by 
Undersecretary of War Patterson, appearing 
before the house Civil Service committee. 


There are now 1,305,000 civilian employes 
of the department, Patterson said. He added, 
however, that some 100,000 of these are to be 
released within the next six months. 


Not only the War Department but a large 
majority of governmental activities in Wash- 
ington found it necessary to greatly increase 
their personnel to meet war demands. Every- 
one is familiar with the terrific burden placed 
upon housing in and around Washington be- 
cause of the influx of workers there in the 
early days of the war. 


It is gratifying to now learn that instead 
of further increases a reduction in the number 
of such workers may be expected. For the ex- 
perience of the War Department is in all 
probability duplicated in other agencies. 


Such a reduction in employes will save the 
taxpayers’ money. It will make less unwieldy 
the government administrative structure and 
it will in some degree provide precedent for 
the return of war workers both in and out of 
uniform to normal ways of life. 


Nor should it involve any hardship to those 
who leave War Department employment. For 
industry and business of every type is seeking 
competent workers and will be so seeking for 
years to come.

There is no duty involving upon any govern- 
ment agency which demands elimination of 
every possible minute of delay more urgently 
than this of settling the claims of the wounded 
who, surely, have first call upon us. 


There were, after the last war, too many 
who complained of delays and injustices in 
administration of veterans’ service, payment 
of bonus, etc. It is inevitable there shall be 
individual cases which have cause for com- 
plaint.

It is 
the duty of the Veterans’ Administration of- 
ficers, however, to prepare now, in advance, for 
the best, quickest and most certain system of 
adjudicating all such claims.

the noises of the city come up through the big windows. 


Now and then one of the songs of the vendors sounds so mue 
sical and tyrical you get up to go look. Usually 
he is selling brooms and brushes. or perhaps 
baskets. He carries them on a long pole which 
is balanced across one shoulder. 

He makes up his own music and 
They go something like this 

“Here are brooms made by clever hands 
and strong. They will sweep clean your house 
and make happy your days. They are light in 
the hand and a joy to use.” 

A melon vendor, selling the small red mel- 
ons. has a song something like this: 

“Here are melons My melons nave al! the 
goodness of the sun of Cuba in them. They 
have all the sweetness of the soft Cuban air. 
,» They are sweet and juicy and good and will 
taste so good you will remember them all day 
and dream of them at night. Oh, here [| am 
with melons, the sweet melons.” 

Flowers are plentiful and cheap. The on- 
degas have food and fruit and drinks. They will take a coconut 
and open it, pouring the milk from it, for a dime. Fresh pineapples 
and oranges are crushed and squeezed for a small sum. Nature 
is good to Cuba. 

The sun is not too warm in summer except at noon. If one 

hunts shade there usually is a breeze. The nights almost always 


are cool.

Their words 
are sung to the music. On this particular night the leader of the 
second orchestra was on the platform waiting for his band to take 
its turn. He was bald and the singers improvised like this—all 
of it sung to the music: 

“Oh, see the leader, what does he need? 

“He needs a wig, see how bald is his head. 

“He needs dark glasses, he looks too much at the pretty girls. 

“His wife will find it out and beat him. 

“He will jump like a frog and his wig will fly off like a bird.” 

All this was sung in fast time to the music of a very pretty ballad. 

Your 
news from Havana will continue to be exact and complete. He is 
learning Spanish and doing well at it, but he had an experience 
the day we registered which broke his heart. A very charming 
young iady was registering and Strozier started in to say some- 
thing. He got out three words in Spanish and the young lady said 
to him: 

“I do not speak English.” | 

Strozier joined in the howl of laughter which the Miami and 
Atlanta representatives sent up and hastened to tell the story 
before we could embellish it.

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A Law to Punish Disloyalty 


Should Not Offend Anybody 
But the Disloyal 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


“No rogue e’er felt the halter draw 
With good opinion of the law.” 7 

The quotation may not be exact, but the idea is clear. The 
people who resent a law are the outlaws who are pinched by it. 

Of course there are exceptions to this rule, for the law itself 
may be bad. If a law interferes with the blameless and innocent 
activities of decent people, it is respected by nobody. And a just 
man resents an unjust law, even though it does not affect him 
personally. 

There are many people, with high moral standards and a sense 
of civic responsibility, who would observe all moral laws if there 
were no such laws on the statute books. The laws are not made 
for these, but for people who will not behave decently unless 
threatened by a whip. And if a law is reasonable and just, and 
experience has shown it to be necessary, the only people who have 
cause to resent it are those for whose restraint it was made. 

A few weeks ago, one of our lawmakers of the appointed kind 
decreed that enforcement of a certain law should be left to the 
public’s honor. He was much praised, but the law was ignored. 
Violation was almost universal. So the lawmaker gave up the 
honor system and called on the cops. 

The decision to collect income tax at the source was a confes- 
sion—put into words by some officials—that the tax could not be 
collected in some regions in the usual way.. The voluntary syse 
tem was effective only while supported by reasonable fear of prosee 
cution, and the government cannot prosecute thousands to collect 
a few dollars from each. 

Now officials are striving vainly to enforce price ceilings, to 
stop profiteering and to close black markets) They depend largely 
on persuasion and public co-operation, and too many people have 
one definition of honor for private transactions and another for 
dealings with the government. 

We are trying to manage a total war in the “democratic way,” 
and it can’t be done. Being patient with those who wil! not help 
is unfair to those who do their utmost. There must be discipline 
for civilians as for soldiers. 

Whatever is required for us to wih the war should be required 
by strict laws and the laws strictly enforced. 

Such laws would take away our freedom to do as we please re- 
gardless of our country’s welfare; they would force us to be good 
patriots. But who could complain except those who will not vole 
untarily do their part for the good of all? 
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the price of one today—It’s our daily 
double!”

Maybe you have heard of the 
‘wild days of the mid 20s in this 
country. 


Maybe you 
have heard of 
SAS crags 
spending, the 
furious guzzling 
of bootleg 
booze, the high 
gambling, the 
crime carnival 
and all that. 

Those who 
lived through 
that period re- 
call it as some- 
thing like a 
goofy dream. 
They have been 
reminiscing of 
| it for the past 
10 years to wide-eyed youngsters, 
| who probably thought they were 
| exaggerating. 
| But it happened. Oh, yes, it 
‘happened. Spending and _ booze 
| and gambling and murder and cor- 
‘ruption, and all that. 

Now I would like to tell you of 
another era quite similar though 
of slightly higher tension and 
slightly different style yet touched 
by the same fever. I would like 
to tell of the real “Roaring For- 
ties” of this nation’s history, which 
is the present. 

The days you are living now 
will be recalled in the years to 
come as quite as fantastic in every 
way and perhaps the most prodi- 
gal period the United States has 
ever known. 

The spenders are pouring tor- 
rents of money into every night 
club and barroom and into every 
place of public entertainment that 
has a till. There has never been 
more drinking, or, as official re- 
ports prove, more crime, more 
vice, more delinquency among the 
young. 


The bootleggers are back buying 
their booze at ceiling prices from 
legitimate dealers and reselling it 
at black market prices as_ the 
liquor gets scarcer every day and 
the public appetite all the greater. 
In dry territory, they start you at 
$10 a bottle for stuff that normal- 
ly retails at about $2.50 and keep 
moving you up. 

In some remote sections like 
Alaska $50 a bottle is quoted. Au- 
tomobile tires, meat and restricted 
commodities of all kinds are 
sources of revenue to the booters, 
many of them figures of the days 
of the 20s. And as in those days, 
it is the good citizens with larceny 
in them who are supporting the 
illegality. The law has not yet 
made even a small dent in the 
biack market. And killings among 
the black marketeers quarreling 
over the spoils are commencing to 
crop up. 

In Hot Springs, Ark., where for 
generations the sports of the land 
have gathered in the springtime 
to rest and recuperate, a well 
known gamester out of Omaha who 
was broke a few months ago, re- 
cently won $250,000 at low-ball 
and skin, which are card games 
not familiar to the general public 
but popular among gamblers hook- 
ing up against one another.

But it is the race track gambling 
that reflects the flood of ready 
better than anything else. In 1926 
folks thought the all-time high 
mark for race track betting was 
established on Bubbling Over’s 
Derby Day at Churchill Downs 
when something like $1,600,000 
was poured into the pari-mutuel 
machines. 

At Belmont Park not long ago 
slightly less than $2,700,000 was 
bet into the machines in one day, 
and on the same day the total 
race track betting at all the racing 
centers was just a little short of 
$6,000,000. The ‘public is gambling 
crazy because it can not buy much 
of anything with money in these 
flush war times, After the war 
they will have no-money to buy 
with. 


The money will somehow disap- 
pear. No one knows what becomes 
of all the money you see around 
in these periods of daffiness. 
Maybe it evaporates. The govern- 
ment profits to some extent from 
the race track gambling in taxes, 
but not at all from the crap games 
and the other more or less illegal 
forms of gambling. 

I still maintain that since the 
public is bound to gamble, it would 
be more sensible for government 
to acquire some of the gambling 
money through a national lottery 
for the relief of families of serv- 
icemen or some other useful pur- 


| pose, than to leave it with the race 


track operators and other purvey- 
ors to the greatest weakness our 
people have.

Spokesmen for OPA have warned, however, that without a 
greativy increased number of volunteers to assist in the work of 
processing the books, some Georgians will still be without their 
books ‘at that time 

Approximately three and a half million books must be pro- 
cessed for residents ot this state, but since June 10, when the. work 
was begun, only 185,000 have been mailed out to applicants. 

Men and women who could devote a few hours to this work 
are urged by OPA >-officials to call the Civilian Defense Volunteer 
office in the municipal auditorium at Jackson 6264. 

The work is strictly clerical and there is no contact with appli- 
cants or the*general public. 


A Few Changes Are Made 
In New Ration Book 3 


A few: changes in the new book should be noted. 

Instead of a validation stamp pasted on the cover of the book, 
as was on ration book 2, it will be stamped on the cover. This 
change will niean that no one will have to worry about relicking 
and resticking the stamp. 

When the books are mailed out, only the applicant’s name 
will be written on the book. When he gets it. he should fill out 
the additional information asked for: address, age, weight, height. 
sex and occupation. The books must also be signed before they 
can be used 

The spaces on the book labeled “Local board action” will not 
be filled out, and the applicant must leave them blank. Books 
which are issued later from individual ration boards will have 
this information included at the time of issuance. 

Just when the new books will be put into effect has not yet 
been announced, but it will probably be some time during the 
early part of the fall. The last sugar stamp in ration book 1 
will become valid August 16, and its unannounced expiration date 
will determine the date that the new books go into use.
